Nor can we at this time accept a 
revision of our tax laws which in- 
volves a reduction in the aggre- 
gate revenues or an increase In 
the aggregate tax burdens of those 
least able to bear them. 
"We should give special con- 


sideration to lightening inequitable 
burdens on the enterprise of the 
small business men of the nation 
x x x In- this way me may also 
find assistance in our search for a 
more effective method of checking 
the growing concentration in ceo. 
nomic control and

monopolistic practices which per 
sist today in spite of anti-trusl 
statutes.

ployment.

MINORITY FARMERS 


SHOULD NOT BRING 


RUIN TOJAJORITY 


THIS WAS STRESSED BY THE 
PRESIDENT IN HIS MESSAGE 


TO CONGRESS MONDAY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.-</P>— 


President Roosevelt told congres 
today something must bo done t 
prevent 
minorities 
of 
farmer 


from bringing disaster to the ma 
jorlty. 


"Our program," ho said, In hi 
message outlining his objective 
for the special session, "shouli 
continue to be one planned am 
administered, so far as possible 
by the farmers themselves. 
"Here again, majority rule seem 


justified. If and when hugo sur 
pluses In any one crop threatc 
to 
engulf all the producers 
that crop, our laws should pr( 
vide ways by which a small min 
orlty may bo kept from destroj 
ing tho proceeds of tho toll of th 
great majority." 


The president threw thatopli 


Ion Into the midst of a confuse 
legislative situation on farming. 
Secretary Wallace has advoca

by three men when he 
agreed to accompany them to as- 
sist In cashing a check.

hest of business men: 
What Is the undistributed pro- 


fits tax? 


A levy on surpluses which cor- 
porations do not distribute in di- 
vidends to stockholders. The rates 
range from 7 to 27 per cent, in- 
creasing in proportion 
to 
the 


amount of surplus withheld from 
distribution. 


What was its purpose? 
First, to got more revenue from 


corporations storing up surplus- 
es; second, to encourage distri- 
bution of profits. 
How does it affect individuals? 
It causes many corporations to 


disburse in dividends fund which 
they otherwise might hold as re- 
serves. This increases income In 
the 
hands of 
individual 
stock- 
holders, who pay increased in- 
come taxes. 


What arc some arguments ad- 


vanced for the tax? 
Treasury spokesmen have said 
it prevents accumulation of funds 
which should go to security hold- 
ers. When surpluses are not dis- 
tributed, they said, security hold- 
ers enjoy their benefits in the 
form of more valuable 
invest- 
ments, but 
avoid payments of 


higher income taxes. Also, some 
persons contend, the tax 
tends 
to increase the buying power of 
security 
holders. 
What are 
arguments 
against 
it?Business men contend the levy 
weakens 
corporation 
financial 
structures 
by 
forcing 
payment 


of excessive dividends and 
pre- 


vents accumulation 
of reserves 


for 
use 
in business recessions. 
They say the dividend distribu- 
tions often prevent pfant expan- 
sion, thus retarding employment, 
and that the tax weighs more 
heavily 
on 
the small company 
seeking to grow than on the big, 
established corporation. 
What is the capital gains tax? 
A tax which takes part of the 
gain an 
Individual 
realizes on 
a capital asset. If, for Instance, 
a person bought a security for 
$100 and sold It at $200, he would 
have to pay the tax on the $100 
gain. 


How does it work? 
It taxes at a 
greater 
rate 


capital gains over a short period 
than those realized over a long 
period. If, for example, a 
per- 


son realizes a gain on a capital 
asset he has held for not more, 
than a year, ho must Include all 
the gain in his net Income, and 
the gain is taxable at regular In- 
come tnx rates. 
If, however, he 
has held the asset for more than 
10 years, he must include only 
30 per cent of the gain in his 
net income. Varying In-between 
rates are fixed. 
What arguments have been ad- 


vanced for the tax? 
The capital 
gains 
constitute 


Income and thus should bo taxed 
along with wages, dividends and 
other income; that tlte tax en- 
courages long-term investment as 
against quick, speculative buying 
and selling. 


On what grounds is It opposed? 
Opponents argue it 
takes 
so 
large a share of security profits 
that it tends to drive traders 
from 
the 
stock 
market. 
This, 


they contend, weakens the mar- 
ket and lays the basis for sharp 
price recessions.

tion authorities point to a farm 
about 15 miles south of Stratford 
adjacent 
to

cultivated by 
straight rows. 
The fields were cultivated with 


the saino types of machinery on 
identical dates, and having the 
same amount of rainfall. Only n 
narrow road separates them and 
the soils are the sumo. 
The 
co-operators' 
field 
was 


planted with wheat In the fnll of 
1930 but was blown out in the 
spring of 
1037. 
The 
neighbor 
planted his field to maize but the 
yield was almost negligible. 


Both 
were 
blank-listed 
last 
spring between March 1 and 15. 
The co-operator planted wheat- 
land maize on the contour be- 
tween June 10 and 15 while his 
neighbor planted 
dwarf 
maize. 


The former cultivated his field 
only once with a harrow while 
the adjoining field was cultivated 
once with a go-devil cultivator. 
Each field suffered from defi- 
cient rainfall, there 
being 
less 


than nine inches prior to Oct. 1.

ever, produced approximately 20 
bushels to tho acre 
while
